triumphant;  that  we  may  all  at  last  rest  together  in 
Thy  presence,  from  our  labors. 

People.  Glory  be  to  Him  who  is  the  resurrection 
and  the  life,  in  the  church  which  waiteth  for  Him  and 
in  that  which  surroundeth  Him  for  ever  and  ever.
